The statement cf the Auditor shows an increase in the value 
of assessed property of 1871 of $2,123,733 34 over the assess. 
mento? 1870. The total amount of taxes assessed in 1870 was 
$28,371 47, a large portion of which is still unpaid. The 
Auditor's report shows that the amonnt of delinquent tax, 
exclusive of the tax of 1871, is $15,697 29. This is a large 
amount, and it is necessary that some means should be devised 
to compel county collectors to settle promptly with the Territorial 
Treasurer. The amount of outstanding warrants unpaid is 
$27,889 41, nearly as much as the whole amount of taxes to 
be collected this year. The reports show that the whole 
amount due from all the counties to the Territory is $48,458 78, 
but you must deduct from this 313,697 29, the amount of delin- 
quent tax, the payment of which is very doubtful Omn these 
outstanding warrants the Territory pays interest. The interest 
paid on the warrant which the Sisters of Mercy hold against 
the Territory for keeping the insane, alone amounts to $1,738 
19, while the whole amount of the warrant originally was only 
$4,143 80. Something should be done to reduce the debt of 
the Territory. The paying of interest and the present system 
of collecting our taxes, must steadily increase our debt and make 
its payment more difficult. It ought to be made the duty of 
the Auditor and Treasurer to lay before the Legislature bi-enni- 
ally, a careful estimate of expenditures, thus enabling the 
Assembly to make the appropriations accordingly. The Trea 
surer should be guided in his payments of warrants by these 
appropriations, and the taking of money out of one fund to pay 
claims against another, should be prohibited unless there à 
money in the treasury not otherwise appropriated. In my 
opinion an entire revision of our revenue laws is necessary. I 
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respectfully call your attention to the official reports of the 
Auditor and Treasurer, and I believe that from their statements 
and figures you will concur in this opinion,

INSANE ASYLUM, 


In accordance with an act of the Legislature entitled “An 
t to authorize the purchase of the Government Buildings at 
Fort Steilacoom for an Insane Asylum,” approved December 2d, 
1869, the Board of Commissioners, consisting of the Governor, 
Territorial Secretary and Territorial Auditor, purchased said 
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buildings on the 15th day of January, 1870, for the sum of 
$850. Section 4 of this act provides that said commissioners 
shall turn over said buildings to the commissioners for the care 
and custody of insane and idiotic persons, to be. prepared and 
used by them as an Insane Asylum at the expiration of the pre- 
sent contract for keeping the insane. The contract of Messrs. 
Huntington & Son, of Monticello, expired July 15th, 1871. The 
patients could not be removed at the expiration of the contract, 
as the buildings at Steilacoom were not completed. We were 
compelled to leave them at Monticello until Aug. 17th. Mr 
Huntington, the former contractor, offered to transfer the insane 
for $750. The stage proprietors offered to do it for $375, and 
the contract was awarded to them, but they failed to comply 
with their bid. Mr. Harmon transferred them to Steilacoom, 
his bill for doing so amounting to about $550 currency. The 
Commissioners advertised for bids and awarded the contract for 
keeping and clothing the insane, to Mr. Hill Harmon, for the 
term of five years, he being the lowest responsible bidder. It 
was, of course, necessary to make preparations and alterations of 
the buildings to adapt them to that purpose, This was done 
under the direction and superintendence of the contractor. Mr. 
Harmon deserves great credit for the work done. The Asylum is 
complete in all its appointments, and the unfortunates who are 
compelled to live there will be greatly benefitted by the neat ant . 
clean apartments and the cheerful surroundings. While the 
former contractors, Messrs. Huntington & Son, did all in their 
power to make their house a home for the patients, and while 
the good and humane treatment they received at the hands of 
these gentlemen and their ladies, did much to alleviate their 
distressing condition, it cannot be denied that the change to the 
present institution, it being better adapted for that purpose, ha: 
already had a beneficial influence upon the inmates. In order 
to assure them the treatment demanded by justice and humanity, 
the commissioners thought it necessary to provide medical aid at 
the Asylum, and appointed Dr. Stacy Hemenway, an exper 
enced and trustworthy physician, as medical adviser. 


* 
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The bills for preparing the buildings at Fort Steilacoom have 
not yet been'audited, as the act authorizing and ordering the 
Commissioners to prepare and use said buildings as an Insane 
Asylum, does not provide for the payment of tlie expenses neces- 
sary to be incurred in making such preparations. The bills will 
be laid before you. and I would recommend that at an early day 
the Legislature visit Fort Steilacoom and inspect the Asylum, 
in order to fully appreciate the work done and the expenses 
incurred, There are at present twenty-three inmates in the 
Asylum. For other particulars, I beg leave to refer you to the 
annexed statements of the contractor, and the very complete and 
able report of the atténding physician. 


PENITEN TIARY. 


At the last session of the Legislature, Messrs. John McReavy, 
Fred. A. Clark and L. F. Thompson were appointed a board of 
commissioners to locate the site for the Penitentiary, to have 
the lands selected, deeds recorded and to submit the papers to 
the Secretary of the Interior at Washington. The commission- 
ers so appointed have complied with the orders of the Legisla- 
ture. The title to the land so selected was found good and suf- . 
ficient by the Attorney General, and Wm, E. Boone, Esq.; was 
appointed Superintendent oi Construction of the Penitentiary. 
Agreeably to instructions from the Secretary of the Inferior, 
: Mr. Boone advertised for bids and submitted them to the Secre- 
tary. The following letters will explain to you the present status 
of the proposed building :

Sm : I have the honor to transmit herewith, for your on 
| mation and consideration, a copy of a letter addressed this day 
to Wm. E. Boone, Esq., Superintendent of Construction of the 
Penitentiary proposed to be erected on McNeill’s Island, Wash- 
ington Territory, wherein this Department directs. a suspension 
of the work until Congress shall have made an additional ap- 
opa u adeyuate to the purpose. The disappointment will 
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not be so great, I trust, in view of the fact that very little of 
the work could be done before winter sets in, if a contract were 
made at this time, and it is deemed advisable to have the whole 
work completed in one season. The Department will represent 
tu Congress, at its approaching session, the expediency and 
necessity for providing more money for the erection of the 
Penitentiary.

Sin: I have received your letter of the 17th ultimo, trans- 
mitting, for the consideration of this Department, three several 
proposals, made by John F. Jordan. Robert Foster and Robert 
Frost, and F. A. Sprcehule, for the construction of one wing of 
the Penitentiary building propused to be ereeted on McNeill's 
Island, Washington Territory. 

By the proposal of Mr. Sproehnle, which appears to be mueh 
the lowest of the three, he agrees to erect one wing of the Wash- 
ington Penitentiary, furnishing all material and labor, and m 
accordance with plans and specifications, including floors and 
one tier of cells, for the sum of $26,000. He also proposes to 
do the work, omitting the cells and brick floor, for the sum of 
$21,000, and omitting the cells, floor and wharf, for $19,985. 
This latter sum is theonly one named which is within the amount 
of the appropriation, but it is apparent that making a contract 
for the erection of the mere shell of the building would not be 
carrying out the intent of Congress in appropriating twenty 
thousand dullars for the erection of Penitentiary buildings, as 
without cells such a building would be of no utility to the 
'Perritory of Washington as a place for the reception and safe- 
keeping of convicts. This, however, is not the only considera- 
tion touching the acceptance of any of these bids. Congress 
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enacted, in an appropriation bill approved March 2, 1861, that 
“no contract or purchase shall hereafter be made unless the 
same be authorized by law or be underan appropriation adequate 
to its tulfilment,” &c. . 

As it appears in this case, that a building, such as was gon- 
templated by Congress to he erected for Penitentiary purposes, 
cannot be built for asum within the amount of ‘the appropriation, 
and being debarred by the provisions of the above-quoted law, 
from making a contract involving a greater sum than that appro- 
priated for the purpose, I-must decline accepting any and all of 
the bids proposed for the work. Nor can I authorizeany further 
steps to be taken looking. toward the erection of the Penitentiary, 
until an additional appropriation, adequate to the purpose, shall 
have been made by Congress, Application to that body for such 
additional appropriation, will be made atits approaching session. ` 

You are hereby directed, therefore, to suspend operations in 
this matter, and will forward to this Department, for examina- 
tion and settlement, such accounts as you may have contracted 
in this connection, for advertising, &c., and also your own account 
for salary, at $1,500 per annum, from the date of your appoint- 
ment, viz: April 6, 1871, tö the 15th inst., inclusive. Allowance 
of your salary will be resumed whenever Congress shall, appro- 
priate an additional sum, sufficient to justify the Department in 
directing the further prosecution of the work, should Congress 
make such appropriation. `

There are at present 12 inmates in the jail at Steilacoom, 
which has been used as a Penitentiary so far. The place is 
entirely.unfit for that purpose. Butas you will observe from 
the foregoing letters, that at an early day we will have a safe 
and substantial Penitentiary building, Í deem it not necessary to. 
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say any more on the subject. Attached to this communication 
.you will find a report of pardons granted by me since May, 1870. 


TERRITORIAL UNIVERSITY. 


By the tenth section of the act of Congress appraved Sept. 
27, 1850, usually known as the donation law, and while this 
Territory was an integral portion of the Territory of Oregon, 
two townships of land, west of the Cascade Mountains, one to 
be located North and the other South of the Columbia river, 
were granted to Oregon to aid in the establishment of a Univer- 
sity in said Territory of Oregon. By section four of the amend- 
atory act approved July 17, 1854, in lieu of said grant, there 
was reserved to each of the Territories of Washington and Ore- 
gon, for Universities, two townships of land of thirty-six sec- 
tions each, to be selected for University purposes under the 
direction of the Legislatures of said Territories respectively. 
At the session of 1860-61 the Legislative Assembly of this Ter- 
ritory passed two acts: the first locating the University at 
Seattle, and directing that the proceeds of sales of said land-be 
applied to the support and endowment of said University, (p. 4 
laws W. T., 1860-61.) The second (p. 17, laws 1860-61) cre- 
ated a Board of Commissioners to locate lands, sell the same and 
contraet for the clearing and improving of the University site. 
With these powers conferred, the University lands have been 
sold, and I am informed but a single fraction remains, if any. 
By act of Congress approved Mareh 18, 1864, the sales of the 
Commissioners were approved and the title to said land vested 
in the Territory and its bona. fide vendees. It is not my pur- 
pose to inquire as to the policy of these acts nor their legality. 
The land has been disposed of, a building is erected upon the 
site well adapted to educational purposes. But it is our duty, 
now to see what can be done to render useful the action of Con 
gress, as also the acta of our predecessors. Would it not be 
well to memorialize Congress for an additional grant of land to 
aid in earrying on the University, the income alone of the funda 
deriveable from the sale, to be used from time to time in the 
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support of such institution? Ft would probably be best to have 
the grant in the form of a reservation, until we shall have be- 
come & State. There is a vast amount of land valueless now, 
or comparatively so, which, if selected and reserved, would in a 
very few years be the basis of a fund which would be most val- 
uable to our successors and their children. And surely there 
could be no better appropriation of the publie domain than in 
fostering and aiding the cause of education. I submit this 
matter to your earnest consideration as the subject of an early 
and urgent memorial to the National Legislature. 


TERRITORIAL LIBRARY. 


The Territorial Library contains about 2000 volumes. Books 
have frequently heen taken from the Library by parties who have 
never returned them, and thus some of the most valuable sets 
have been broken. Gur courts and attorneys arë often in need 
of these missing volumes, and some ot the more important works 


Should be completed. By the catalogue of books appended to | 


the report of the Librarian, you will find what volumes are miss- . 
ing, and you are fo judge which of them ought to be replaced. 
Under the efficient management of the present Librarian, the 
Library has been kept in excellent order, and no books have 
been lost. 
EDUCATION. 

I have endeavored to obtain some statistics in regard to edu-' 

tation, from the different county superintendents of common 


: schools, Only a few have replied to my inquiries, and I am- 


| therefore unable to lay before you such a statement as I desired 
| to make. I deem it, however, of the utmost importance that a 


suitable person should be appointed Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, whose duty it should be to bring uniformity into our 
public school system, and who should have the necessary powers 
vested in him to exercise a control over the county superinten- 
dents, compelling them. to report, and thus enable him bi-ennially 
to lay before the Legislature an intelligent statistical report, with 
sich recommendations as his experience and observations would 
suggest. 
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I have received a great number of letters from all parts of the 
Union, requesting information about this Territory, its soil, cli- 
mate and resources, but the first and most important question 
invariably asked is: “ What are the facilities for educating 
my children ?” These facilities are not what they ought to be, 
and I could only answer that the Legislature would undoubtedly 
give this question due consideration. Itis true, our taxes are 
heavy, but no citizen who can appreciate ‘the value of a good 
education will object to pay for precuring it for his children. I 
hope this subject will receive your careful attention, 


IMMIGRATION, 


One of the obstacles in the way of immigration to this Terri- 
tory has been the difficulty of getting here; but nevertheless, 
there has been an unusual influx of population during the last. 
two years. Numerous reports have been written and published 
on the resources of this Territory, many of which have been too 
highly colored. People, misled by these representations, have 
` come here with great expectations and found themselves sadly 
disapp^iuted. Our Territory offers inducements enough to set- 
tlers, and it is entirely unnecessary to state anything but the 
truth. From many letters I have received, it seems that the 
people have lost faith in these voluntary statements, and T would 
therefore recommend that a Board of Immigration, consisting of 
three or five ood citizens, be appointed, and that this Board be 
provided with the necessary means to furnish officially such in- 
formation as is desired by parties contemplating settlement in 
the Territory, This Board ought to keep a careful record of its 
correspondence, and report bi-ennially to the Legislature. Many 
of the Western States and Territories have adopted this plan of 
furthering immigration, and when properly managed, it has 
proved very successful. 


REPORTS OF CASES IN THE SUPREME COURT. 


I respectfully submit to you whether the time has not fully 
arrived to secure the collection of the reports of cases tried and 
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determined in the Süpreme Court of the Territory. That tri- 
Dunal commenced in 1854, and has held, with possibly one or 
two exceptions, an annual term. Probably six cases have been 
passed upon annually, settling the practice and tho law of the 
Territory, and rendering adjudications in’ some instances upon 
very important principles of law, No attempt has been made 
to render valuable these decisious, if we except the publication 
of the opinions rendered up to 1864 and printed as an appendix 
to the Journal of the Council. of the session of 1864-65, A 
collection of opinions, however, is not sufficient, It is thought 
that from the briefs of arguments, the assignment of errors and 
the transcripts, statements of the cases determined can be pre- 
sented, and thus render our judicial history not only intelligible 
but most valuable to the people who must entrust, more or less, 
their most vital interests to attorneys. 

The office of Reporter of the Supreme Court might be created, 
with requisite authority to receive the records in these cases, 
have the briefs 6f counsel placed in his hands, with leave to use 
the opmions after their rendition. You have to settle whether 
the Territory is able and should authorize the publication of his 
labors, and provide the means therefor. It would be out of ' 
my province to suggest details, I have been impressed with the 
necessity and importance of the subject, as an aid to our people, 
its courts and officers, and I earnestly request yon to give it shape, 
if you concur with me in its utility and benefit. 


SPECIAL TERMS OF COURT. 


It would be a great convenience to suitors in the Courts of 
this Territory, if provision were made by law for a, reasonable 
number of Special Terms of Court, at which defaults, settle- 
ment of issues, and all matters except trial or hearing of causes 
on their merits, could be attended to and disposed of. Now the 
space between terms is so great that creditors are in danger of 
losing their claims in the interval. Whether such provision ‘be 
made or not, there should, in justice, be some law which would 
enable the District Judges to attend to judicial business at placeg 
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distant from their residences, without having to defray the ex- 
pense out of their salaries. Such a law would be well calculated 
to promote the convenience of suitors, and would dissipate the 
delicacy which is now felt in asking the Judge to leave his resi- 
dence to attend to business in vacation.

LUMBER AND MANUFACTURES. 


Our mills and factories are in a flourishing condition as the 
following figures will show. Lumber is the principal article of 
manufacture, especially on Puget Sound, and ships of all nations 
can daily be seen at the different ports of the Sound to transport 
this great commodity to all parts of the world. Thirty-seven 
‘saw mills of this Territory have, during the last year, used 139,- 
357,927 feet of logs and manufactured 130,421,927 feet -of lum- 
ber. Of this number, twelve mills on Puget Sound have used 
125,460,815 feet of logs, and manufactured 117,067,927 feet of 
lumber. Although our supply of lumber seems almost inex- 
haustible, it becomes necessary to devise some effective means 
to check the destruction of the most valuable parts of our for- 
ests by fire. The damage done during the last three or four 
summers is alarming, and some law ought to be passed and 
rigidly executed to protect this most important branch of our 
industry. 

No part of the United States offers greater facilities and bet- 
ter material for ship building than Puget Sound, and as our 
population increases this will become one of the most important 
branches of business, During the year there were built on Puget 
Sound nine vessels as follows :

THIETELENTH LIGHT HOUSE DISTRICT. 


The Light Houses belonging to the United States are com- 
prised within thirteen districts, all under control of the Light 
House Board, The thirteenth district commences with the light 
at Cape Arago, on the Pacific, and includes all the light houses 
north of it. An officer of the United States navy is detailed to 

_take charge of each distriet, iie has at his command a suitable 
vessel for his tour of inspection, and controls all work and 
repairs on light house buoys and other appliances of the se vice. 
The disbursements made by this Officer amount annually to 
about seventy-five thousand dollars. All but two of the light 
houses in the thirteenth district are on the Capes, Headlands, and 
Islands of this Territory. Some two years ago, the inspector in 
charge of this district was relieved end his duties have since 
been performed by officers of the twelfth district stationed at 
San Francisco, and the disbursements for this district have been 
made in that city. The rapidly increasing commerce cf Puget 
Sound, both coastwise and foreign, demands an inerease of light 
houses on our coast and at the months of several of our bays 
and harbors. An inspector stationed at Port Townsend would 
not fail to see this, and his official recommendations would be of 
service in securing these additional safeguards to the commerce 
of the Sound. The thirteenth district was created by an act of 
Congress which has never been repealed. The power of appoint- 
ing a resident inspector for it is vested in the Light House Board 
at Washington, of which Admiral Shubrick is chief. I would 
respectfully recommend this important snbject to your consider- 
ation. 
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OUR MINERAL WEALTH. 


No geological survey of this Territory. has ever been made. 
Miners prospecting our gulches and mountain streams for the 
precious metals, have found frequent indications of iron, manga- 
nese, galena and other valuable ores, which constitute more sub- 
stantial sources of prosperity than mines of silver and gold. 
The existence of coal formations of superior quality, in quanti- 
ties practically inexhaustible, has been demonstrated by the 
enterprise of our people. Supplies of lime, ample for building 
and smelting purposes, have been discovered. These stores, of 
coal and lime, if supplemented by large deposits of iron ore, 
will furnish a vast field for the employment of labor and capital, 
and contribute a new and important element to our prosperity. 

The employment of a competent geologist in the western por- 
tion of our Territory would facilitate the discovery of these use- 
ful ores, and hasten the introduction of this branch of industry. 
The financial condition of this Territory would scarcely justify 
the Legislature in providing for the employment of a competent 
geologist. A large proportion of the land within our borders 
belongs to the general government. Congress every year makes 
liberal provisions for scientific explorations of the public domain 
under the direction of the Secretary of the Interior. A memo- 
tial from your honorable body to Congress, requesting an appro- 
priation for a thorough scientific exploration of this Territory, 
would unquestionably receive favorable consideration, and 
accomplish’the desired result. 


NORTH PACIFIC RAILROAD. 


This enterprise, which has attracted so much attention in the 
United States and Europe, has made great progress since the 
last session of the Legislature. The work on the road in this 
Territory was begun last spring and is prosecuted with vigor and 
an earnest determination on part of the directors of the Company 
to complete the branch connecting the Columbia River with 
Puget Sound ət an early day, The people of the Territory have 
waited long and patiently for this road, and have to a great

extent built their hopes and expectations of a prosperous future + 
upon the realization of this project. They will at last be com- 
pensated for their patience and perseverance. The whistle of the 
locomotive and the rolling of the cars will soon re-echo through 
the forests of the Territory. With the completion of this road 
à new impetus aad encouragement will be given to commerce 
and ma»nu£icture, and the husbandman will double his exertions, 
knowing that by these means of transporting his ‘products to 
market he will receive such compensation for his labors us will 
stimulate him to turther efforts to prosee"te his n-b'e calling 
with profit and suecess. Iam not aware that the directors of 
the road desire or need any legistation to facilitate their work, 
but if they do, I doubt not that anything reasonable and in the 
power of the Legislature, will cheerfully be done to further this 
project from which the people of ths Territory justly cxpect 


such beneficial results. 
CONCLUSION, 


Iam aware that you are thoroughly identified with the hest 
interests of our Territory, and that you are fully cognizant of 
the wants and demands of the people. The great confidence 
placed in you by your constituents in eleeting'you to the most 
responsible positions in their gift, justifies me in the belief that 
your deliberations and work wil ue distinguished by wisdom and 
patriotism. 

I will not make any further suggestions as to the laws. to be 
passed or the work to be dn e, but take pleasure in assuring yeu 
that you will have my hearty co-operation in everything that 
may tend to the benefit of our people, and conduce to their pros- 
perity, Upon your labors depends to a great extent the future 
welfare of our Territory. 


If yon are guided in your legislation by impartial justice and 
the true interests of the people, you cannot fail to fulfil the 
mandates of your electors. Let us hope that your deliberations 
will be conducted in a spirit of harmony, good will and_ charity, 
and that your work will entitle you to the gratitude and ves ect 


of your constituents.

4. Jackson Powell, grand larceny, April 5th, 1861, one year, 
pardoned December 14th, 1870. Recommended by alarge num- 
ber of citizens including the Prosecuting Attorney. Reasons : 
Gond character, moral, peaceable and orderly citizen. 

5. Joh: W. Tarleton, assault with intent to kill, November, 
187), eighteen months, P dics May 4, 1871. Recommended 
by His Honor Judge Green and a large number of citizens. 
Reasens : In consideration o; feeble health and faithful per- 
Lid of duties. 

6. George MeKay, grand larceny; April, 1871, one year, par- 
doned May 27, 1871. Recommended by His Honor Judge 
Jecobs, Sheriff, Jailor and many citizens. Reasons: That, in 
the opinion of the Honorable Judge, the sentence was a severe 
one, and in consideration of good behavior during confinement.

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REPORT OF CONTRACTOR TOR CARE OF THE INSANE, 


: SrEILACOOM, Sept. 30, 1871. 
Ep. S. SALOMON, Governor or WASHINGTON TERRITORY : 

Sun: Having been awarded the contract for keeping and 
clothing the insane, for the next five years, dating from 15th 
of August, 1871, agreeably to yourrequest, I have the honor liere- 
with to submit the followin report of the Insane Asylum for 
Washington Territory : 

The Commissioners of the insane deemed it necessary to send 
m^ to oversee the work which has been done, to the best of my 
ability, at Territorial expense. 

In order to make the buildings comfortable end convenient, I 
went to Portland to examine the Asylum there and spent some 
time in taking items through their buildings. I also bought a 
ram to furee the water to the Asylum buildings, and 2000 feet of 
iron pipe, 3U feet of large drive pipe, as the distance where the 
water was to be brought is two thousand feet. I returned and 
eammeneed work on the building selected by the Commissioners 
for the accommodation of petients. This building is 152 feet 
long and 54 fett wide, and is divided into two wards, one for 
males and the other for females. The male ward is 96 feet long 
and 44 feet wide, containing a central hall and 20 rooma, there 
being 10 on each side. It has also attached to it—un.ler the 
same roof—a bath-room supplied with both hot and cold water, 
a water closet and wardrobe. The central hall is 96 feet long and 
14 feet wide, having one large window at the ead, communicating 
with the external atmosphere and two sky lights. On one side 
of the hall we have 10 rooms, each measuring 18 feet in length 
by 9 fet in width. On the opposite side we have 10 rooms each 
measuring 12 feet in length by 9 feet in width. * 
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These rooms, together with the central hall are capable of ac- ' 
commodating about 40 patients. Each room conimunicates with - 
the hall, and each has a window communicating with the external 
atmosphere. 

The female ward is 56 feet long and 44 feet w de v 
central hall and 10 rooms, 5 on each side. Like the male ward, 
it has attached to it, under the same roof, a bath-room supplied. 
with both hot and cold water, a water closet and wardrobe. — 

_ The central hall is 56 feet long by.14 fect’ wide having one 

large window at the end communicating with the external atmos- . 
phere. On onesideof thehall we have5 rooms, each measuring 18, - 
fect in length by 9 feet in width. On the opposite side we have § 

each room measuring 12 feet in length by 9 feet in width. . These 
rooms together with the central hall, are capable of accommodating 
about 20 patients. Each room communicates with the hall and | 
each has a window communicating with the external atmosphere. - 
All windows in the building ave made secure by iron rods, each | 
rod passing through two flat cross bars of iron. Connected with 
this building on the north side, is a piazza 128 feet long and 10 
feet wide inclosed with lattice-work, excepting a space for main 
entrance into the building. The floors, partitions and doors 
throughout are made up of two thicknesses of inch lumber. at 
the east end of the building is an airing court enclosed. by a 
strung board fence 14 feet high, containing about two-thirds of 
anacre, for the use of the men, their ward. communicating with 
it by a door at the east end ofthe building. At the opposite end 
nf the building is a door leading to. the.common, there being as 
yet no inclosnre. constructed. The building is heated by two 
large box stoves, with large sheet iron drums attached, one in 
the male ward near the central part of the hall, and the other in 
the female ward near the central part of their hall. Each stove 
is inclosed within iron railings to protect patients from being 
burned. The building containing kitchen and dining room is 
60 feet long and 32 feet wide, This was moved to the south 
| ide of the main building and joined on, forming a central wing. 
The kitchen is 24 by 32 feet, and is provided with one large 
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rangefor cooking purposes, and two pantries, The dining room for 
male patients is 24 feet long and 19 feet wide. The dining room 
for female patients is 24 by 13 feet. - There is also a smaller din- 
ing room for Superintendent and employees. The buildings are 
supplied with water from a never failing spring, a distance of 
two thousand feet. This is done by the water being forced up 
1000 feet by a ram to a brick tank, which is at an elevation of 
60 feet and has a capacity for holding 6000 gallons. "The whole 
expense will be exhibited by bills of material and labor furnished, 
_and recoipts from those to whom money has been paid for mate- 
rial and help required in constructing and repairing Asylum 
building. 

For my services in superintending the work no charges have 
been made. ; ` 

The present numb:r of patients in the Asylum is twenty-three, 
sixteen men andseven women. The number of persons employed 
is five, myself as superintondent, a first anl sccond keeper, a 
matron and cook. 

My expense for help, besides furnishing board is $155.50 per 
month, currency. 

In conclusion I would respectfully recommend that a small 
appropriation be made to complete the buildings, ete., according 
to original design, namely: an.enclosed airing court for the 
women, and two flues leading from the warden’s and matron’s 
rooms in order t» be secure from accidents by fire, and some other 
necessary improvements within the buildings.

PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 


i OLymPIA, Oct, 1, 1871. 
His ExceLLexcy E. S. SALOMON, 
Governor of Washington Territory: ` 
DEAR Sin—!aving been appointed Resident Physician to the 
Territorial Insane Asylum at Steilacoom, agreeably to your re- 
quest I respectfully submit the following report: ` 
Í have to state that I removed to the old military post of Ft. 
Steilacoom with my family on the 12th of July last, us per 
the order of your Excelency, and found Mr. Harmon, the success- 


` ful bidder for clothing and keeping the insane, busily ~ engaged 


with a force of hands, moving and repairing buildings, formerly 
occupied as quarters for the troops, to serve the purposes of a 
hospital for the insane. : 3 

Great credit and praise is dué this gentleman for the zeal and 
interest he has manifested in his efforts to provide healthful "and 
comfortable quarters for these unfortunates. I deem it unneces- 
sary here to give any detailed statement of the Asylum buildings, 
as that has already been given in Mr. Haxmon's report. Suffice 
it to say that from ‘60 to 70'patients can be accomodated with- 
out being overcrowded. m 


OPENING OF THE ASYLUM. ` E 


This Asylum was opened on the 19th of August, 1871, with 
twenty-one patients, who were transferred from Monticello, W. 
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T. by Hill Harmon, Esq.. There are at present twenty-three, 
patients in the Asylum, sixteen men and seven women. s 

As nearly as I can ascertain for the present, the following are 
the forms of insanity prevalent, viz: Idiophrenic insanity, 6 ; 
Sympathetic insanity, 14; Toxic insanity, 1; Anacmic insanity, 
1; Insanity resulting from arrested or impaired development of the 
brain, 1. Total 23. 

It is our aim always to secure to them the enjoyment of the 
usual amount of comparative happiness and home-like social 
life. 

In the management of the insane, the distingu' shing feature 
from what it has been in the past, consists in. the substitution, 
wherever practicable, of persuasion for coercign, and always kind- 
nessfor violence. 

The history of the past management of the insane in this Ter- 
ritory and statistics relating thereto, I am unable to give, as no 
books or records of the past operations of the Asylum were re- 
ceived when the patients were transferred. Hence you see I have 
to grópe my way in the dark respecting the previous history of 
some of these patients in ascertaining the causes of their insanity. 
I trust, however, in future when applications are made for ad- 
mission, that as full and complete a history as can-be had will 
accompany the case. We would like to have information on the 
following points, viz: Age, nativity, married or single, number 
of children, mentalstate of children, occupation, education, origi- 
nal intellect, habits when rational, disposition when rational, re- 
ligion, number of previous attacks, date of present attack, ten- 
deney to suicide, tendency to homicide, general health, general 
health of parents, are parents intemperate ? are parents cousins ? 
insane relatives, supposed cause of insanity. Has the patient lost 
much sleep ? Is the patient addicted to intemperance, or excess- 
ive use of tobacco, opium or other stimulants ? Is he addicted 
to any other vicious or depressing habits ? What are his present 
peculiarities in manner and conversation. ? 
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WHAT THE ASYLUM NEEDS. 


A special appropriation to provide means of amusement and 
recreation. Means should be provided for amusement for the 
insane, such as will afford healthful gymnastic exercises in the 
upen air, carriage and horseback riding, etc., for both male and 
female patients. Music and dancing ought also to be mentioned. 
A piano or melodeon in the female ward would answer the pur- 
pose very well; also’ two or three violins for the male ward. 

In many cases these amusements would do more good “towards 
restoration than medicines. In fact it should form a part of the 
treatment. > 


A DISPENSARY FOR THE ASYLUM NEEDED. 


I would respectfully recommend an appropriation of $600-for 
this purpose. I think it will require this smount to purchase 
glassware, etc., and to stock it with medicines for the next two 
years. z 

I would, also, most respectfully ask that the annual salary of 
physician be established by law, for the next two years. 


Tn conclusion, allow me herewith to submit the following pro- 


' "positions on the construction of hospitals for the insane, also 


propositions relative to their organization and management; 
adopted recently by the Association of Superintendents of Amer- 
ican Institutions for the Insane at one of their meetings, T think, 
recently held in Baltimore, I doso, hoping that it will serve 
as a guide to proper legislation upon the subject: 

1. Every hospital for the insane should be in the country, not 
within less than two miles of a large town, and easily accessible 
at all seasons, 


2. No hospital for the insane, however limited its capacity, 
should have less than fifty acres of land devoted to gardens and 
pleasure grounds for its patients. At least one hundred acres 
should be possessed by every State hospital, or other institution, 
for two hundred patients, to which number these propositions 
_apply, unless otherwise mentioned. 
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3. Means should be provided to raise ten thousand gallons of 
water daily to reservoirs that will supply the highest parts of 
the building. : 


4, No hospital for the insane shoüld be built without the plan 
having been first submitted to some physician or physicians 
who have had charge of a similar establisment, or are*practically 
acquainted with all the details of their arrangements, und re- 
ceived his or their full approbation. 

5. The highest number that can with propriety be treated in | 
one building, is two hundred and fifty, while two hundred is a 
preferable maximum. 

6. All such buildings should be constructed of stone or brick, 
have slate or metallic roofs, and, as far as possible, be made 
secure from accidents by fire. 


7. Every hospital having provision for two hundred patients. 
should have in it at least eight distinct wards for each sex— 
making sixteen classes in the entire establishment. 


8. Each ward should have in it a parlor, a corridor, single 
lodging rooms for patients, an associated dormitory, communi- 
cating with a chamber for two attendants, a clothes room, œ bath 
room, a water closet, a dining room, a dumb waiter, and a speak- 
ing tube leading to the kitchen or other central part of the 
building. 

9. No apartments should ever be provided for the confinement 
of patients, or as their lodging rooms that ave not entirely above 
ground. 

10. No class of rooms should ever be constructed without 
some kind of window in each, communicating directly with the 
external atmosphere. 


11. No chamber for the use of a single patient should be less 
than 8 by 10 feet, nor should the ceiling of any story occu- 
pied by patients, be less than 12 feet in height. 

12. The floors of patient's apartments should always be of 
wood. : 

13. The stairways should always be of iron; stone or other 


* 
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indestructible material, ample in size and number, and easy of 
access, to afford convenient egress in case of accident from fire. 

14 A large hospital. shoul consist of a main central building 
with wings. 

15. The main central building Should contain the offices, 
receiving room for company and apartments entirely private, for 
the superintending physician and family, in case that officer 
resides in the hospital building, i 

16. The wings should be so arranged that if rooms nre 
placed on both sides of a corridor, the corridor should be fur- 
nished at both ends with moveable glazed sashes for the, free 
admission of both light end air. 

. 17. The lighting should be by gas, on account of its conven- 
ience, cleanliness, safety and economy. 

18. The apartments for washing clothing, &c., nee be 
detached from the hospital builidng. 

19. The draining should be underground, and all the inlets to 
sewers should be properly secured to prevent offensive emanation. 


20. All hospitals should be warmed by passing an abundance 
of pure fresh air from the external atmosphere, over pipes or 
‘plates containing steam under low pressure, or hot water, the 
temperature ot which does not exceed 212 degrees F., and placed 
in the basement or cellar of the building to be heated. 

21. A complete system of forced ventilation, in connection 
with the heating, is indispensable to give purity to the air of a 
hospital for the insane, and no expense that is required fo effect 
this object thoroughly, can be deemed either p E: or injudi- 
cious. 

22. The boilers for generating steam for warming the build- 
ing should be in a detached structure, connected with which may 
be the engine for pumping water, driving the washing apparatus 
and other machinery. 

23. All water-closets should, as far as possible, be made of in- 
destructible materials, be simple iu their arrangement, and have 
a strong downward ventilation connected with them. - 

24. The floors of the bath rooms, water-closeta and "basement 
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stores, should as far as possible be made of materials that will 
not absorb moist ire. 

~ 95. The wards for the most excited class should be con- 

structed with rooms on but one side of a corridor, not less than 

ten feet wide, the external windows of which should be large, 

and have pleasant views from them. 

26. Whenever practicable, the pleasure grounds of a hospital 
for the insane should be surrounded by a substantial wall, so 
placed as not to be unpleasantly visible from the building. 

The following propositions relative to the organization and 
managament of asylums, were adopted at & more recent meeting 
held at Baltimore. ° 


1. The general controlling power should be vested in a board 
of trustees or managers ; if a State institution, selected in such 
a manner as will be likely most effectually to protect it from all 
influences connected with political measures or political changes; 
if P ü private corporation, by those properly authorized to vote. 

2. The board of trustees should not exceed twelve in number, 
and be composed of individuals possessing the public confidence, 
distinguished for liberality, intelligence and active beneuolence, 
above all political influence, and able and willing faithfully to 
attend to the duties of their station. 

Their tenure of offiee should be so arranged that where 
changes are deemed desirable, the terms of not more than one- 
third of the whole number should expire in one year. 

3, The board of trustees should appoint the physician, and on 
his nomination and not otherwise, the assistant manco stew- 
ard and matron. 

They should, as a board, or by committee, visit id exainine 
every part of the institution at frequent stated intervals, not 
less than semi-monthly, and at such other times as they may 
deem expedient, and exercise so careful a supervision over the 
expenditures and general operation of the hospitals, as to give 
to the community & proper degree of confidence in the correct- 
ness of its management. 

4, The physician should be the superintendent and chief ex- 
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ecutive officer of the establishment. Besides beinga wel edu- 
éated physician, he should possess the. mental; physical and  80« 
cial qualities to fit-him for the post. He should .serve during 
good behavior, reside on or very near the premises, £ and his com- 
pensation should be 80 | liberal ` as io enable hin to “devote his 

whole time and energies to the welfare of the ospifal: lo qu 


He should nominate to the “board: suitable persons to- agh a as 
assistant physicians, stewards, and matrons ; he should ‘have the 
entire control of the medical, moral and dietetic. treatment of the 
patients, the unreserved power of appointment and discharge of 
all persons. engaged in their care, and. should exercise a general 
supervision and direction of evety department of the institiition. 


5 The assistant physician, or. assistant physicians | where 
more than one aro required, should be.graduates of médicine, of 
such character and qualifications as to be able to represent. and 
perform. the ordinary duties of the physician during. his absence. 

6. The steward, under the direction of the superintending 
physician, and-by his order, should make all. purchases. “for. the | 
institution, keep the accounts, make engagements: with, and pay 
and discharge those employed a about; .the establishment ; have a 
supervision of the farm, garden and ‘grounds, and ‘perform such 
other duties as may be assigned "him. 

7. The matron, under: the; direction of the superintendent, 
should have a general supervision of.the domestic arrangements 
of the house, & and under the same direction, do what she can to 
promote the comfort and restoration of the patients. 

8. In aninstitution containing more than two hundred patients, 
a second assistant physician and apothecary should be employed, 
to the latter of whom other duties in the male ward may be con- 
veniently assigned. 

9. If a chaplain.is deemed desirable as a permanent officer, he 
should be selected by the superintendent, and like all others en- 
gaged in the care of the patients, should be entirely under his 
direction. 

10. In every hospital for the insane, thereshould be one super- 
visor for each sex, exercising a general oversight of all the atten- 
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dants and patients, and focus a medium of communication 
between them and the officers. ` ^ 

11. In no institution should the number of persons in immedi- 
ate attendance on the patients be in a lower ratio than one at- 
. tendant for every ten patients ; and a much larger proportion of 
attendants will commonly be desirable. 

12. The fullest authority be given to the superintendent to 
take every precaution that can guard against fire or accident 
within an institution, and to secure this an efficient night-watch 
should always be provided. 

13. Thesituationand circumstances of different institutions may 
require a considerable number of persons to be employed in vari- 
ous other positions, but in every hospital, at least all those that 
have been referred to are deemed not only desirable, and abso- 
lutely necessary, to give all the advantages that may be hoped 
for from a liberal and enlightened treatment of the insane. 

14, All persons employed in the care of the insane should be 
- active, vigilant, cheerful, and in good health. They should be 
of a kind and benevolent disposition, be educated, and in all res- 
pects trust-worthy, and their compensation should be sufficiently 
liberal to secure the services of individuals of this description.

‘The Joint Select Committee of the Legislativa Assembly, ap- 
pointed under the Joint Resolution relative to the Insane Asy- 
lum and Territorial Penitentiary, beg leave to report 


That they have discharged the duty imposed upon them by 
visiting said institutions and making a thorough personal inspec- 
tion thereof. 

Iu regard to the Insane Asylum, your committee find that it is 
kept in a. vefy satisfactory manner, and for detailed information 
they respectfully refer to the report ofthe ‘contractor in charge. 


"The jail of Pierce county, now used as a Penitentiary, they 
also visited. There are at present twelve prisoners confined 
therein, eight of whom ure Territorial convicts, and four held in 
custody for trial. The building used is twenty-six by forty feet. 
The prisoners are all confined in the lower story of the building, . 
in which there are six cells. The prisoners appear to be in good 
healthy condition, and say they are well cared for, and, make no 
complaint except thatthey are not supplied with tobacco. Your 
Committee refer to Section 3 of an act; passed January 27, 1863, 
(see laws W. T. session 1862-3, p. 499) under the liberal provis- 
ions of which they think.this cause of complaint can be abated. 
They recommend that the sheriff in charge of such jail reason- 
ably supply such want, reserving his pay out of the proceeds of 
conviet labor. :

"Phe numerous changes ‘by resignation or-oth- 
etwise of the gentlemen under whose charge’ the ‘departnient’-of 
instruction had been placed, and the consequent irregularity? in 
its operations, led many possesséd of sufficient means, to seid theif 
children tò schools in sister States, whioh were known to beiin 
successful operation, and which they coiild-attend for any length of 
time desired without interruption. Others, unable to do "this; 
were unwilling to incur-the expense attending the fibting óutiánd 
Bending their children here, until £heynould.feel a torifidente 
that it would prove: something more than ia mere temporhiy 
arrangement.

- rary residents of our Territozy; to:use their influence ‘inthe iit 
erent parts in which they happened to be located, to induce ‘per- 
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sons to patronize denominational schools in other States, at the 
expense of our own institution. The decreased demand for lum- 
ber during the past year, its low price, and the consequently di- 
minished receipts for the principal export of our Territory, the 
withdrawal of large sums of money from circulation, and its in- 
vestment in land with the view to colossal fortunes in the future, 
which has crippled to a greater or less degree all branches of in- 
dustry, has not been withoutits effect on our institutions of learn- 
ing. The land mania seems to have taken possession of large 
numbers of our people, who have inyested their all in this specu- 
lation, and hence are unable at present to command the means 
required to educate their children away from home. 

During my first year in this place, a publie school building 
was erected ata cost of some five thousand dollars, the tax for 
which, had been levied the year previous. "They have had dur- 
ing the past year an attendance of one hundred and fifty scholars. 
During the summer the Episcopalians have been making an 
effort to establish two schools ia this place. The rector of the 
parish, the Rev. Mr. Somers, rented & house which he proposed 
to occupy as à Young Ladies Day and Boarding School, and 
advertised that a building would be.erected by September for a 
boys’ school. The former has an attendance of sEvEN, I. believe, 
and the effort towards the latter has so far proved unsuccessful. 


Having had an exeprience as instructor for fifteen years in 
New York City and different points on the coast, the undersigned 
did not expect to build up an institution in a Territory as 
sparsely inhabited as our own, without meeting with many diffi- 
culties. These, owing to circumstances, huve been greater even 
than anticipated. The emall amount of funds belonging to the 
institution has not permitted the issuing of catalogues, adver- 
tising, etc., by which to keep the people informed of its condition 
and prospects. These things, taken in connection with the fact 
that the Board of Regents has had but two acting members, 
have very materially retarded the progress of the institution, and 
increased the labors of the undersigned. l 
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At the reopening of the University, there were » bat thirty- 
eight students in attendance. During the past. two years, one 
hundred and ninety-eight have been enrolled. The' classification

Seventy students, or more than one third of the whole 
number, were not residents of Seattle. “The present session has 
conimenced with fifty students, a better showing than ‘has been 
made any year previous, The prospects for a ii ge attendance 
during the winter are very flattering.

COURSE OF INSTRUCTION. , 


It will be seen | from the foregoing statement, that no o regular 
collegiate classés have as yet, been formed, The few. who- desire 
to take a regular conrse having connected themselves ‘with, other 
institutions during the time in which the- "University was closed. 
I take pleasure in calling your attention to the fact that. one of 
these young men has graduated in- the. past year, with ES 
highest honors in the University. of California, What an 
advantage it would be to this institution, if gufficient inducements 
could be offered to detain such young: men here,. and not allow 
their influence to be given to the building up of other schools to 
the neglect of those at home. P 


- No curriculum, of study has. been adopted, | Severa} studenta 
having expressed a desire to commence a, regular, course. next 
year, I have prepared the one accompanying this report, which I 
would respectfully submit to your, consideration, T. would, also 
call your attention to the fact,, that the plan of, not insisting 
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upon an invariable curriculum of study by all the students, but 
in granting them freedom of choice in the selection of such studies 
as their tastes or necessities may lead ‘them to make, is rapidly 
gaining favor among the people. Cornell University, in the 
State of New York, which is conducted un this plan, now in 
the third year of its existence, outnumbers any three ‘of those 
‘colleges of the State which have been in operation for the last 
fifty years. The University of Michigan furnishes another ex- 
ample, numbering nearly five hundrd students in the undergrad- 
uate department. It may be seen more clearly by comparing 
the two oldest institutions in Connecticut, Harvard University 
and Yale College, the former having abandoned, while the Jatter 
still adheres to the old system of collegiate instruction. In 1860- 
G1, the attendance at Yale College was five hundred and twenty- 
one, while the present total is five hundred and twenty-two. 
Harvard has in the meantime increased about two hundred. 

I do not propose to enter into the discussion of this subject 
in this report, but will in addition to what I have already ad- 
vanced, state this fact, that the number of undergraduates in all 
the colleges of the United States, is nearly one-half less in pro- 
portion to the population than it was thirty years ago. This 
would apparently indicate that the old system had failed to meet 
the requirements of the present age, and consequently, the nes- 
cessity of its modification to & greater or less degree. Statistics 
are abundant slowing that the people of this country do not 
value education less, but that in the changing conditions of so- 
ciety, they prefer that system which is best adapted to the new 
exigencies of life, and which will the best prepare men to master 
the problems of the times in which they live. - 


- LIBRARY AND APPARATUS. 


The library numbers only about three hundred and fifty 
volumes. With proper effort, donations of books could undoubt- 
edly be obtained from the friends of the institution, and it 
would be, in a few years, placed in possession of a valuable col- 
lection. Of apparatus there are but two pieces in possession of 
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the University. An outlay of a few hundred dollars would be 
of great benefit to our classes in Philosophy and Chemistry, 
which experience the need ‘of suitable apparatus as an aid to the 
acquirement of a thorough knowledge of those sciences. While 
we have nothing, the University of California possesses aparatus 
to the value of thirty thousand dollars. 

The institution is in need of many things. the possession of 
which would aid very materially in elevating it to that, position 
which its friends desire it to oceupy. Ifa small appropriation 
could be obtained from the Legislature to supply its more-press- 
ing wants, and a proper representation be made by that body 
to Congress, itis very likely that a further donation of land could 
be secured, which would place the institution on a permanent 
footing, and make its future prosperity a matter of certainty. 
The degree of sucess which has attended the efforts made in its 
behalf during the past two years, notwithstanding the many 
difficulties encountered, cheers the undersigned with the hope 
that the University of Washington Territory, whether under

Mr. PRESIDENT : 

The majority (Messrs. McReavy and Foster) of the Select 
Committee, to whom was referred House bill No. 21, “An act in 
relation to Territorial convicts,” have instructed me to report the - 
following amendments to said bill: 


: In section seven, line two, after “of,” insert “one dollar and 
twenty-five cents per day when such convict shall not work,” and 
after “convict” insert “when at work.” The sections as amended, 
to read: 


Sec. 7. For boarding, keeping and paying all guards neces- 
sary, the sheriff or keeper shall receive the sum of one dollar and 
twenty-five cents per day when such convict shall not work, two 
dollars per day for each convict-when at work, and an additional 
sum not to exceed the sum of fifty dollars for clothing and bed- 
ding per annum. : : 
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Also amend in section eight, line three, after the word “re 
ceived,” insert “the number of day's labor," and the section as 
amended to read: 


SEC. 8. Each sheriff, jailor or keeper of Territorial convicts 
shall keep a correct account of all funds received from the pro- 
ceeds of convict labor, and make return thereof under oath, 
specifying amount received, the number of day's labor, for whom . 
performed, the expenses of keeping, and that for the period cov- 
ered by said return he has kept said convicts employed to the 
best interest of the Territory, to the Territorial auditor quarterly, 
on the first days of June, September. December and March of 
each year. 


And with these amendments, recommend the passage of this 
bill.

OF THE 


Penitentiary Commissioners. 


Sremacoom, W. T., Oct. 26, 1871. 


To the Honorable Legislative Assembly 
of the Territory of Pashait: 

At the last session of the Legislature of this Territory, (1869). 
the Hons. John McReavy, Fred A. Clarke and L. F. Thompson 
were appointed as commissioners to select and locate a site for 
the Penitentiary of the Territory of Washington, with orders to 
procure a title to the land of'such site, and to forward the same 
to the Secretary of the Interior, ‘Washington City, D. C. Your 
commissioners, so appointed by the last Legisluture, have com- 
completed the work intrusted to them. 

We have visited and examined several different localities, for 
the purpose of locating said site and examining the title of said 
lands, &c. We have at last located the site for the Penitentiary 
of Washington Territory, on McNeil’s Island, opposite the city 
of Steilacoom. We have employed Hon. Elwood Evans to ex- 
amine the title-deeds of said land; we have procered, from John 
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Swan and Jay Emmons Smith, a free gift to 27 27-100 acres of 
land suitable for such site to build the Penitentiary of Washing- 
ton Territory. 

We had to procure copies of the notification of the origional 
owner, F. A. McCarty, also copies of' his final proof and residence 
of and under the donation law of 1850, and its amendments, 
which we had certified to by J. P. Clark, Register of the Land 
office at Olympia; also we followed up the abstract of the title 
sale of said donation land claim from F. A. McCarty to J. W. 
. McCarty, and from J. W. McCarty and wife to Rominous Nix; 
sale of Rominous Nix, and wife to John Swan and J. E. Smith; 
also deeds of partition between John Swan and Jay E. Smith, 
and a deed from Jay Emmons Smith to the United States. 

These deeds and abstracts of titl have been examined by 
Hon. Elwood Evans and certified to by the Auditor of Pierce 
County; also said Auditor has certified under the seal of his 
office, that there are and were no judgements on record against 
any of the men connected with the above abstract of title to said 
piece of land. 

We had also to procure from the Clerk of the District Court 
of Pierce County that there are no judgments on record in his 
office against any of the above named men connected with the 
above piece of land, under seal of his office. 

We had to procure a copy of the law under which we were 
appointed, from the Governor of the Territory, certified to under 
seal of his office. 

We had also the survey made hy Rev. George W. Bios and 
H. I. Chapman; and Mr. Chapman made a beautiful map of the 
piece of land and surrounding country on both sides of the bay. 

We also forwarded a brief on the title of this land, and after 
an examination of the papers and map has been forwarded to the 
Secretary of the Intexior at Washington City, D. C., and the 
deeds and papers properly stamped and certified to under seal of 
the different offices 

We had the Clerk of the Supreme Court of the Territory to 
examine the whole of the above papers and certify under seal of 
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the Supreme Court of the Territory, that the copies therewith 
were true and correct copies of the original papers, and so forth. 
e 


The deed from Jay Emmons Smith to the United States has 
been properly stamped and put upon record' in the Auditor's 
office of Pierce County, and the deed forwar ded to the Secretary 
of the Interior. 


We have been compelled to be at greater expense than was 
anticipated, in looking out for and examining the different places 
proposed as a site for the Penitentiary; also for the surveying of 
theland, the making of the map, the drawing of the papers or 
deeds, the copying of all the papers, stamps, recording, and cer- 
tifying to, and the examining of the whole of these papers, have 
cost more than the amount: appropriated. 

We have paid out the.whole amount which was appropriated, 
$250 of Territorial warrants, for which we have been able to re- 
alize only sixty cents in gold, $150. 


This amoifnt has been paid out between Messrs. Stone, Chap- 
man, Evans, Salter and Moore, and for copying, stamps and 
expenses; and Messrs. McReavy and Thompson have not reeived 
a dollar for their time or expense; also we have been unable to 
` pay Messrs. Chapman and Evans the amount their work and 
services were worth to us in the Territorial work; therefore we 
would ask your honorable body to make such additional appro- 
priations to pay off and release your commissioners as in your 
judgmeut may be proper for the payment of commissioners and 
their assistant and so forth. 


The thanks of the Legislature are due to Messrs. Jay E. Smith 
and John Swan for the land douated by them to the Territory, 
or more properly to the United States, of the land for a site for 
the Penitentiary of Washington Territory. i 

The site located by your commissioners has been accepted by 
the Secretary of the Interior, and he has appointed W. E. Boone 
8s the superiutendent of said Penitentiary building. Copies of 
All the above papers have been retained by your commissioners. 

We also addressed letters to the Hon. Secretary of the Interior, 
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and we addressed the Delegate in Congress, all of which we 
herewith submit to your honorable body for further axplana- 
tions.

AN ACT TO LOCATE THE SITE FOR THE PENI- 
TENTIARY, AND TO APPROPIATE MONEY TO 
DEFRAY EXPENSES THEREOF. 


Section 1. Be it enacted, by the Legislative Assembly of 
Washington Territory, That John McReavy, Fred. A. Clarke 
and L. F. Thompson be, and they are hereby constituted and 
appointed a board of commissioners who shall exercise the pow- 
ers, and perform the duties hereinafter specified. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of said board of commissioners 
to select lands for, and to locate a site for the erection of the 
Penitentiary. ' 

Sec. 3. The lands so selected, and the site so located, shall 
be at or near Steilacoom, in the county of Pierce. 

Src. 4 The board of commissioners are hereby empowered 
and required, after making the selection and location as pro- 
vided in section two and three of this act to apply for, and ob- 
tain a good and sufficient deed or deeds, to the same from the 
owner or owners of the lands so selected, and the title thereof 
shall be vested in the United States, absolutely, provided that 
when the Iands are conveyed as provided in this section, the same 
shall be, and is hereby declared the site upon which to erect a 
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Penitentiary, in accordance with the act of Congress approved 
January 22, 1861. 

SEC. 5, Itshall be the duty of said board of commissioners 
to have the lands surveyed, and a plat and diagram thereof made 
by a competent surveyor. 

Sec. 9, It shall be the duty of said board of commissioners 
to have the deed or deeds, aforesaid, recorded in the office of the 
Recorder of Pierce County; and shall as soon thereafter'as prac- 
ticable transmit the same with surveys, plats, and diagrams 
thereof, and an abstract of title duly certified to under seal 
by the County Auditor of said Pierce County, together with an 
authenticated copy of this act, to the Honorable Secretary of the . 
Interior of the United States, for his appeal. 

Sec. 7. In order to carry out the provisons of this act, the 
sum of two hundred and fifty dollars, or so much thereof as may 
be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the Ter- 
ritorial Treasury, not otherwise apprporiated, and the Territo- 
rial Auditor is hereby authorized, and required to draw his war- 
rants upon the Territorial Treasurer in favor of John McReavy, 
Fred, A. Clarke and L. F. Thompson for said sum to defray 
the expenses necessary to be incurred in carrying out the provis- 
ions of this act. 

Sec. 8. An act to permanently locate and build the Peniten- 
tiary of the Territory of Washington, approved January 28, 1867 
and an act in relation to future and control of Territorial con- 
victs, and to employ them upon Penitentiary grounds and build- 
ings, approved January 31, 1867, and all acts and parts of acts 
in conflict with provision of this act, be, and they are hereby 
repealed.

Sır: At the last session (1869) of the Legislature of Wash- 
ington Territory, we, the undersigned were appointed and com- 
missioned a bomd of commissioners for the purpose of locating 
the penitentiary of this Territory, and we were further ordered 
to make out papers, maps, etc., and forward to your honor. In 
accordance with said act we have the honor to notify you that 
we have made the location of the site for the building of the 
penitentiary, on McNeil’s Island, near the city of Steilacoom, in 
the county of Pierce, as shown by the accompanying map. It 
is in full view of Steilacoom. We have obtained from the true 
and lawful owners, a warrantee deed, vesting the right and title 
thereto in the United States of America, to twenty-seven and 
twenty bundredth acres. 


The location is one of the best, if not, in fact, the best in the 
Territory, commanding a beautiful view of the city and harbor 
of Steilacoom, and situated upon an eminence of from geventy- 
five to one hundred feet above the level of the sea, and in full 
view of all vessels playing upon the Sound. Upon this tract of 
land there is a spring of running water, good soil for garden pur- 
poses, splendid timber dnd an easy and gradual ascent from 
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Swan’s Bay to the summit; also embracing good facilities for a 
wharf, a healthy location and all other advantages that could be

To the Hon. Selucius Garjielde, Washington, D, C., 


Sig: In accordance with the instructions furnished us, we 
have forwarded to the Hon. Secretary of the Interior all the 
papers, maps and deeds to the land on which we have located 
the Territorial penitentiary. We have completed our part of 
the work to the best of our ability, and feel satisfied that the 
title to this piece of land is perfect. 

We have had Hon. Elwood Evans to examine the title and all 
the papers pertaining thereto, and he has reported that there is 
no flaw in the title. 

The location is one of the best in the Territory, and is all that 
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is required or could be wished for, combining all the advantages, 
- and is almost directly opposite Steilacoom, on a beautiful emi- 
nence of from seventy-five to one hundred feet, with a gradual 
ascent thereto. 

We look to you, as our representative, for assistance in for- 
warding this work, and hope that you w ll give it your attention, 
and if possible, hasten the work to completion, for, as you are 
already aware, there is no one thing more needed than a Territo- 
rial penitentiary. 

You may not be acquainted with the fact that both the Ter- 
rial and U. S. prisoners have for some years “been sent to the 
jail of Pierce county for safe keeping; the jail, while it answers 
every purpose as a county prison, does not answer for a Territo- 
rial prison, it being small and insecure. 

There have escaped from the jail, in the last echten months, 
twelve prisoners, and while some have been retaken at an expense 
of from two to five hundred dollars each, the greater part have 
escaped detection altogéther. 

We would respectfully draw your attention ü the fact that 
there has been two appropriations for the building of a Territo- 
rial penitentiary, one in 1854 and the other in 1857. You will 
please call the attention of the Secretary of the Interior to this 
fact. You will see that some good and responsible man is ap- 
pointed to superintend the work. 

Hoping that this business may meet with your kind consider-

OF THE 


Joint University Committee. 


Mr. PnESIDENT— 

The Joint Committee appointed to visit the "Territorial Uni- 
versity, having performed that duty as well as the limited time 
at their disposal would permit, submit the following report as 
the result of their examinations: 


Upon our arrival at Seattle, our first proceeding was to hunt 
up the acting regents of the University, and upon inquiry we 
ascertained that Hon. A. A. Denny and Frank Matthias, Esq., 
were the only qualified and acting regents of those elected at the 
session of 1869. 

In company with these gentlemen, we at once proceeded to 
visit the University school, and also make an examination of. the 
buildings connected therewith. 

The school, in charge of President Hall, we found to number 
some fifty students of both sexes. 

As to the efficiency of the school, we were assured by the 
regents that President Hall is a thorough educator and persist- 
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ent in his efforts to promote the interests of the institution he 
has in charge. 

In answer to some of the interrogations of the committee, 
President Hall has kindly furnished ns with a written statement 
to which the attention of the Assembly is invited. 

The committee were pained to learn that there was an appa- 
rent feeling of indifference on the part-of-many of the citizens 
of Seattle as to the prosperity of the University school  In- 
stead of a hearty support having been given to President Hall, 
thereby enabling him to build up an institution that would reflect 
credit not only upon Seattle but the whole Territory, sectarian 
and private schools have been encouraged and other obstacles 
thrown in the way of this commendable enterprise. 


The University building occupies a commanding site and seems 
well adapted for the purpose for which it was intended. It 
should receive a thorough repainting the coming season ın order 
to preserve the wood from decay. i 

The President's house, and also the boarding house need the 
same attention, 

The committee next proceeeded to the residence of one of the 
regents, and there compared the treasurer's vouchers with his 
statement of account accompanying the report of the regents 
heretofore published, all of which we found correct. 

At our request, the treasurer furnished the committee with a 
list of notes now in his charge, the property of the University, 
which will be found accompanying this report. 

Upon inquiry of the regents as to the amount of land remain- 
ing unsold and belonging to the University, we were informed 
that they believed that there was about three thousand acres 
left, but they were ignorant as to the location of a single acre of 
the same. Multitudinous books and papers, upon à hasty exam- 
ination, threw no light upon the subject, and the.committee was 
ultimately compelled to ask the assistance of the Rev. Daniel 
Bagley in order to obtain a description of these lands. 

It is quite probable that during the past two years, much val- 
uable timber may have heen stolen from the University lands 
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through the culpable ignorance of the regents as to the location 
of the same. 

In conclusion, the committee would recommend that an ap- 
propriation sufficient to defray the expense of repainting the 
University buildings, be made. 

Astronomieal and philosophical apparatus is sadly needed, 
but we can hardly advise any expenditures of Territorial funds 
for any other purpose than to save the buildings from destruc- 
tion by the elements, until it shall be possible to find a board of 
regents who will at least make a feeble effort t. ascertain what 
property yet belongs to the University, and preserve the remnant 
from absolute loss. All of which is respectfully submitted.

PRESIDENT HALL’S REPORT. 


— 


To the Committee on Territorial University: 


GENTLEMEN:—1 have the honor to submit the following re- 
port, in answer to questions contained in your memoranda calling 
for information on points mentioned in my annual report to the’ 
regents. à 

The shortness of the time allowed me, my having recitations 
from 8 1-2 A.M. to 5 P.M. and an evening class from 7 to 9 P.M., 
added to the fact of the winter term commencing this week, 
bringing with it the necessity of reorganizing the different de- 
partments, must bé my excuse for its brevity. I should have 
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been pleased, if time and opportunity had allowed me, to answer 
your questions at greaterlength and give you fuller information 
in regard to the present working of the University, and what in 
the opinion of the undersigned is necessary, in órder that jt may 
be placed on an equality, with other institutions. 


TEXT BOOKS. 


The multiplicity of text books in the United States, cach of 
which have their excellencies, and the constant issuing of new 
ones claiming to excel all others, render it a matter of great dif- 
fieulty to determine which may be most advantageously adopted. 
Men have their hobbies, and authors and teachers are no excep- 
tion to the general rule. Their peculiar views and ideas are 
stamped on their produetions, undue prominence being given to 
some points to the neglect of others perhaps equally important. 
Hence arises the difference in opinion in regard to the adoption 
of text books. "That book which meets the peculiar ideas of the 
teacher is preferred by him, while all others are too frequently 
cast aside as worthless. The war that has been carried on dur- 
ing the past few years on this subject has not been without its 
good results. It bas undoubtedly-called out the best talent in 
the country, and in à measure procured that attention to the 
subject which its importance demands, But while superiority is 
claimed by each new series, perfection is conceded none. And so 

"long as our instructors are men and women, born with different 
mental capacities and educated under different circumstances, so 
long will they differ in opinion as to the respective merits of 
authors. Take the States which have adopted a standard of 
text books for all the schools under their jurisdiction, and how 
many of them have made the same selection? No two standards 
I believe correspond to any considerable extent. And how fre- 
quently when a new board comes into office do we have a partial 
or entire change of text books? Look at the large amount of 
money expended in California in the introduction of new books 
during the term of Mr, Fitzgerald. What benefit have’ the 
people received by this immense expenditure? Some of the

new books are to say the least not superior, while others are de- 
cidedly inferior to those laid aside. When our boards of educa- 
tion consist of experienced educators, men influenced only by 
public interests, we may with-comparative safety trust the selec- 
tion of standard text books in their hauds. 

For several years the undersigned has in some branches com- 
bined two different series and thus derived all the advantages of 
both. For example, the National Series of Readers contains 
many choice selections of English literature, while Willson’s 
Series affords valuable information on scientific subjects which 
| many of our students would not otherwise have time or opportu- 
nity to investigate. Experience has shown me that by the use 
af both, more interest is ereated in the exercise, greater improve- 
ment made and a fund of information acquired for future use. 
In the different institutions with which I have had the honor to 
be connected, unless the text books were decidedly inferior, I 
have made use of those in possession of the school, and where a 
change was considered desirable I have placed the new books in 
the hands vf classes as they were formed, in this way entailing 
no additional expense upon the patrons. 


The following is the list of text books at present inuse in this 
institution: 

Willson's Reader, Town’s Speller, Spencerian penmanship, 
Cornell's Geographies, Clark’s Grammars, Ray’s Avithmetic—1st, 
2d and 3d parts, Davies’ University Arithmetic, Davies’ series 
of higher mathematies, Cutter's Anatomy, Burritt's Geography 
and Atlas of the Seasons, Mash's Double Entry Bookkeeping, 
Bryant & Stratton's Counting House Bookkeeping, Wood’s 
Class Book of' Botany, Youman's Chemistry, Quackenbos' First 
Lessons in Composition, Quackenbos’ Composition and Rhetoric, 
Fasquelle’s French Course, Fasquelle’s Colloquial French Read-

It will be seen from the above rates that the cost of board and 
tuition is from $57 to $63 per term of fourteen weeks. No 
rent is charged students for use of rooms in University boarding 
house, but they are required to supply their own farni- 
ture, bedding, etc. The entire necessary expense is not over 

75 per term or $225 per annum. Thiscompares very favorably 

_ with other institutions on the coast. The charges in University 
of California as per catalogue, are from $240 to $380 per an- 
uum. At Willamette University the cost is about the same 
as here. At Pacific University the expense is from $200 to $272 
per annum. All of these institutions are handsomely endowed.

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> The above elassifieation is for the past two years, Both sexes 
occupy the same rooms and pursue the same studies. And as 
the subject of the co-education of the sexes was introduced by a 
^ member of your honorable committee, I will here take the op- 
portunity to give my views thereon, The spirit of the present 
age seems tu be to remove many of the artificial barriers by whioh 
women were formerly surrounded, and make them what they 
should be—self-reliant beings. We find the doors of our col- 
leges and scientifie institutions opening one after another for the 
admission of females, and they, afterwards, filling useful and 
honorable positions in life. The family cirele'is composed of 
both sexes. "Phe necessity for their separation never occurred to 
any one. Then why should this be so in the school room? By 
their co-education economy is secured. Take a town in which 
there are three hundred scholars. There will be found to be an 
equal difference in the degree of advancement of both sexes. 
lence if they are properly graded, they will, if separated, re- 
quire twice as many teachers as they will if educated together. 
By uniting them, we obtain better classification at much less ex- 
pense. Again, by having them occupy the same room the disci- 
pline is improved. The two sexes exercise a restraining influence 
upon each other. The rudeness of the boys gives place to self- 
restraint in the presence of the girls. And the girls, accustomed 
to the presence of theopposite sex, acquire a seli-possession 
which is so much to be preferred to that prurient sentimentality 
so commonly found in young ladies educated in separate schools. 
Either sex, educated apart, give loose rein to the imagination in 
the formation of their opinion of the opposite sex, But if 
brought together and allowed to test each other's strength on an 
intellectual plane, they soon learn to appreciate only whatever 
is of true value in the otber, and a feeling of comparative indif- 
ference takes the place of the constant desire for each other's 
company, In an experience of twelve years in" mixed schools I 
have never to any extent been troubled with what are termed 
early love affairs. My aim has been to engage the two sexes in 
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an intellectual eontest which would require all their attention to 
the exclusion of other matters. 
Much more could be said on this subject but the limits of this 
report will not permit. 
TEACHERS: 


The number of teachers'employed has averaged one for every 
twenty students. "The undersigned has found great difficulty in 
securing the services of first-class teachers in the common 
branches, and has been compelled to employ such as conld be 
procured from time to time in the Territory. I have within a 
few days made an engagement with Mrs. Higgins, a very excel- 
lent teacher, who for a number of years has had charge of the 
grammar schools of Bangor, Maine. She is principal of the 
intermediate department. The primary department is for the 
present under the care of Mrs. Hall. Mrs: S.J. Russell is the 
instructor on the pianoforte, a lady whose reputation stands very 
high as a thorough musician and excellent teacher. I have en~ 
deavored to procure the very best talent in the country, and I 
believe the assistant teachers at present in the institution will 
compare favorably with any on the coast. 


GENERAL REMARKS, 


The question has becn asked, * What are the probabilities of 
making the school self-sustaining at the close of the present 
contract?” I would state in reply that the funds of the insti- 
tution are very small, as may be seen from the treasurer's report. 
All the buildings are out of repair, two lines of fence must soon 
be moved, and all are very much in need of repainting, The 
income of the University is not sufficient to meet the necessary 
expenses of the school and make the needed repairs. Since the 
visit of your honorable committee to Seattle I have consulted 
several mechanics as to the probable cost of the work. The 
lowest estimate was $1,500 gold coin. If an appropriation 
could be made of two thousand dollars legal tenders, I think it 
would be sufficient to put everything in thorough repair, and 
without doubt, the institution could be conducted for years with- 
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out any additional assistance. The University has never asked 
or received one cent from the Territory, and now only asks for a 
sum sufficient to make repairs which are actually necessary for 
the preservation of the property.

The undersigned, county commissioners ‘of the county of Cow- 
litz, in session assembled would respectfully make the following 
report of the funds appropriated by the Legislative Assembly, by 
an act passed January: 30, 1868, entitled “an act appropri- 
ating certain taxes for a certain road and regulating the expendi- 
tures thereof.” 

Section 4 of said act requires that the county “commissioners 
report to you each year, but as we find the former boards of 
eounty commissioners have failed to make a report of the whole 
amount received, and the expenditures by this county court. At 
the first session of the court after the passage of the law, the 
treasurer reported the amount of that fund in the treasury as 
$268 33 to which was added $10 46 collected trom delinquent 
taxes for that year. The Territorial tax for the county, for 1868 
was $644 74 and for the year 1869, $951 57 making the whole 
fund up to this time, $1881 10. 

The appropriation made by this county from the fund has 
been as follows: 

At the May term of 1868, the bridge commissioner of the 
county, Mr. Thomas Roe, was authorized to contract for the build- 
lag of four bridges that were washed away by the tlood of Decem- 
ber 1867. He made contracts with Charles Bishop, Wm. Jack- 
son and David Little, to build the four bridges for $510 in coin, 
which was approved and the money appropriated from the fund, 
and at same term $50 was appropriated to be expended by the 
supervisor of road district No. 11, At the August term $50 was 
appropriated to the same supervisor for same purpose. 

At the February term, 1869, $33 of county funds having been 
used on the Territorial road, that amount was ordered to be re- 
placed from the Teiritorial road fund. 

At the May term, 1869, $6 was appropriated to the appraisers 
for reviewing the Territorial road to Monticello. 

$200 was appropriated to be expended under directions of Wm, 
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Jackson in district No. 11, and $150 to be, expended under 
der the directions of Henry Jackson in district No. 3. 


At the February term, 1870, $300 was appropriated to be ex- 
pended under the directions of Wm. Jackson in district No. 11. 
The work to be done by contract as much as possible. 

At the May term, 1870, $50 was appropriated to be expended 
on the north side of Pumphrey’s Mountain by William Pum- 
phrey. . 0s 
At the February term, 1871, $50 was appropriated to be ex- 
pended undér directions of Wm. Punphrey. 

Át the May term of 1871, $50 was appropriated to be ex- 
pended under directions of supervisor of district No. 11.

Joint Committee on Ways, Means and Claims. 


Ld 


Mn. PnEsIDENT— 

The joint committee, composed of the committees on Ways, 
Means and Claims of the two houses, to whom was referred the 
reports of the Territorial auditor and treasurer, after a laborious 
session, beg leave to submit a report necessarily brief on account ` 
of the pressure of business incident to the closing hours of the, 
Asserubly. 


The committee spent several days in examining and compar-— 
ing the aecounts and vouchers of the auditor and treasurer. 
This labor was materially lessened by the simple and extremely 
novel manner adopted by these gentlemen in keeping their ‘ac- 
counts. For instance, whenever the auditor paid the treasurer 
his salary, his rent or other incidental expenses of his office, that 
officer would suggest that there was no necessity for taking re- 
ceipts for the same, and the auditor, appreciating this labor-saving . 
suggestion, would gracefully consent. When the auditor, like- 
wise received his salary, postuge stamps and etceteras, the same 
unique system seems to have been adopted. And thus the com- 
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plex rule of double entry gave way fur the more simple one of 
no entry. . 

The auditor having charged $20 per month for the rent of a 
small room in his private dwelling used as an office, the commit- 
tee recommend that he be allowed $10 per month for the use of 
the same. 

Afteran examination of thetreasurer's vouchers, the committee 
proceeded to the office of his deputy, to count the balance on 
hand, as shown by that officer's report to the Legislative Assem- 
bly. Here again the labors of the committee were greatly expe- 
dited, for instead of having to count the several thousand dollars 
which should have been in the safe, we were politely informed 
that “the balance was a fictitious one," and that there was not 
really a dollar left with which the committee could drink the 
health of tbe treasurer upon his retirement to the walks of pri- 
vatelife. 'The auditor's vouchers were generally in due form, 
and we were unable to discover any instance where the Territory 
had paid two bills for the service rendered, and therefore believe 
that no person has been pecuniarily sacrificed by the Territory. 


Upon examination of the various cost bills found in the audi- 
tor's office, the committee were struck speechless with admira- 
tion at the eminent financiering ability of several of the sheriffs, 
but particularly that of sheriff Carson, of Pierce. This officer, 
as the committee have heretofore reported, was able to transport 
a prisoner all the way from Steilacoom to Vancouver and bring 
two back again, for the insignificant sum of $1,031. Among 
the numerous items of this bill, we find that it eost $20 to go 
from Portland to Vancouver on the steamer Cascades. Now the 
regular fare was just $3, and the committee therefore conclude 
that sheriff Carson, fully imbued with the importance and dig- 
nity of his official position, chartered the whole steamer, to the 
admiration of the natives of Portland and particularly the O. $. 
N. Co. On the return trip, we find a charge of $35 at Link- 
lighter’s, and as Linklighter informs the committee that he only 
received $6, it is presumed that this gentleman, sympathizing 
with the rigid economy of sheriff Carson, on settlement of the 
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account, deducted $30 from the bill. We also find that the 
same officer has charged for the keeping of county prisoners, re- ` 
turning them as Territorial convicts to the auditor. Your com- 
mittee further find that when convict Young escaped from the 
penitentiary, and was absent some three months, that sheriff 
Carson not only charged $2 per day for his board but also 
brought in a bill for clothing furnished^during the same time. 
The committee here beg leave to remark that this practice is in 
‘accordance with the regulations of all other first-class houses, no 
deductions being made for either board or lodging unless the 
guest notifies the landlord of the time of his departure. 

The Assembly will pardon the digression and permit us to 
state that in our opinion the gravel wastes and fir solitudes of 
Pierce can never afford scope for the brilliant financial ability 
and fertile resources of this officer. Let him seek the nation's 
great metropolis, New York, and we are sanguine that Boss 
Tweed will at once hand over the belt to the * clamdigger sher- 
dr" ^7 

The examination developed interesting phases in the letting of 
the contract for keeping the insane and repair of the asylum 
buildings. Contractor Harmon was authorized to expend $300 
in repairing the buildings, and he so closely followed instructions 
that the account rendered only amounts to a little more than 
$4,000. The committee concludes that daily association with 
the insane has rendered the contractor stark mad, and we await 
with great anxiety the next report of resident physician Hem- 
menway. ` 

In conclusion, we recommend the passage of the accompanying 
resolution. ! vri

Whereas, The examination of the joint committee appointed 
to investigate the accounts of the Territorial auditor and trea- 
surer, discloses the fact that gross frauds have been perpetrated 
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upon the Territorial treasury, by fraudulent cost bills and other 
divers ways. Therefore, be it 


Resolved by the Council, the House concurring, That the 
prosecuting attorneys of the several districts are hereby instructed 
to commence actions, civil or criminal, or both, against any and 
all persons who may have thus freuduleusy or unlawfully ob- 
tained Territorial funds. 


MINORITY REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
EDUCATION. 


The minority of the committee on education, to whom was 
referred the petition of James Pattison and one thousand and 
thirty-three others, asking that sellers of intoxicating drinks be 
made responsible for damages resulting from such sale, have had 
the same under consideration, and respectfully report that in the 
opinion of the committee the expense of educating the appetites 
of American citizens to crave intoxicating drinks, is far too great 
for the results produced. The cost is shown by statistics to be 
far gheater than that of all the other educational and religious 
efforts of the nation. The results are when the education is 
complete, the loss to the individual of every thing considered 
valuable among men. If you allow eight hours a day for funer- 
als, the grave opens every three minutes to receive a victim slain 
by alcohol in our nation alone. History gives no record of any 
war, pestilence or famine that continuously demanded victims at 
such a rate. 
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But it is said that legislation cannot reach the case, that man- 
kind cannot be made moral and temperate by law. While this 
may be true, it has nevertheless been the opinion of the ablest 
jurists and statesmen of both England and America, that it is 
the highest duty of legislators to protect the morals of the peo- 
ple. Justice Grier on one occasion said “all laws to preserve the 
health and morals of mankind are, frém their very nature, of 
primary importance, and lie at the foundation of'social existence, 
in comparison with which alllaws which relate only to property 
are of a secondary importance." 

The Hon. George Sulivan said “if the legislature permit by 
law & traffic which produces poverty with all its sufferings, which 
corrupts the morals and destroys the health of the community, 
they defeat the great end for which government was established." 

The Hon. Mr. Davis, in the United States Supreme Court, 
said: “The world has raised its voice against the traffic in 
spirits, and it seems to me that if health, morals, usefulness and 
respectability are worthy of publie consideration, the legislature 
would be criminally guilty in wholly neglecting to provide 
against it." ii 

Hon. Mr. Burke, on the same occasion, said “nearly the whole 
civilized world concedes that the traffic in intoxicating liquors 
is a crime against society. It is disapproved of by man, and 
stands condemned by the great moral Judge of the universe, 
whose purity cannot countenance such manifest and admitted 
wrong. It is an inhuman traffic, a moral crime that grows 
blacker and more hideous the more it is contemplated, and the 
more its horrid effects become visible.” 

Chief Justice Daggett said: ‘It being admitted that the use 
of alchohol is destructive to health, reputation and property, it 
follows conclusively that they who make and sell it sin with a 
high hand against God and the highest interests of their fellow 
men.” 

Lord £hesterfield said, more than a hundred years ago, in the 
British parliament, in regard to dealers in ardent spirits, “let us 
crush out at once these artists in human slaughter who have 
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reconciled their countrymen to sickness and crime, and have 
spread over the pitfalls of debauchery sueh baits as cannot be 
resisted.” 

If then it is true that we must concede to averice unlimited 
liberty to sell, and morbid appetite to drink, still that legislation 
is cowardly and time-serving that makes no effort to protect in- 
nocents from its effects. Security to innocent persons and, prop- 
erty, relief from onerous taxation, the good order of society, the 
highest interests of humanity, all demand it. 

The position of communities on the scale of civilization is 
known by its laws, and the laws in the early history of common- 
wealths have & more marked and permanent influence than those 
of a later date, upon the character of the future state. Not- 
withstanding all that is said to the contrary, laws do much to- 
wards forming the habits and opinions of mankind. Laws when 
founded upon humanity and reason, even though they may for a 
time be trampled upon by the prejudices and passions of men, 
are nevertheless educators that will finally educate the majority 
up to them; and the people will at last see the difference between 
that liberty which is only a liceftse to do wrong, and the true 
liberty which allows all thiugs that are right but nothing which 
is injurious either'to themselves or others. Every individual is 
a component part of society, and his duties to society does not 
admit of his doing any wrong to himself or to others. If then it 
is necessaty for men to have liquor so long as they can control 
their appetites, the number and respectability of the petitioners 
and the justness of their cause, demands that we protect those 
whose appetites have passed beyond contro] and have become so 
insane as to beggar or endanger the lives of their families and 
others by gratifying it. With that object in view, we have pre-

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ASKING FOR THE REDUCTION OF THE YAKIMA INDIAN HESER- 
YATION. 


To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives ' 
of the United States in Congress assembled: 

Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of, the Territory 
of Washington, would respectfully represent that the present 
Tudian reservation for the Yakima and other tribes of Indians at 
present upon the Yakima reserved lands, is manifestly too large 
for the rapidly.decreasing numbers of those aboriginees, as the 
extent of land is 921,600 acres or 1440 sections, and the number 
of Indians occupying this vast range are thereby encouraged in 
their nomadic habits as hunters, and the large extent of range 
prevents their being made farmers as was the policy of the gov- 
ernment. It is also clearly too large an area for the concentra- 
tion of communities into:villages and farms, and also its vast 
extent prevents the otherwise rapid development which would 
take place were there a contraction of reduction of the limits of 
said reservation. The scope of country lying east of the Cascade 
range of mountains, of arable land, is limited to the valleys, 
and already the white settlers there feel their interests seriously 
affected by the withdrawal of so large an area of the best land 
between the Yakima river and the Cascade mountains. 

Therefore, your memorialists respectfully request your honor- | 
able body to reduce the above named reservation, or pass a law 
instructing the department of Indian affairs to take steps looking 
to a new treaty reducing the limits of said Yakima reservation 
to acres. 


To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States in Congress assembled: 
The memorial of the board of trustees of the town of Olym- 
pia, Washington Territory, respectfully nepresents that said town 
of Olympia is situated on Budd's Inlet of Puget Sound, in 
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township No. 18, north of range two west, and is a body corpor- 
ate under the laws of Washington Territory, with all the rights, 
privileges and duties usually pertaining to town organizatious; 
that fronting the said town of Olympia, but within the corporate 
limits thereof, and beyond the meander line of the United States 
land survey, are situate a series of tide flats or overflowed lands, 
intersected by a narrow, shoal and tortuous channel formed by 
Deschute river, at low tide; that said tide flats are completely 
bare at low water; that they extend from the extreme southern- 
most point of Budd’s Inlet to about one mile north of the ex- 
treme point of the mean line of thetown plat of the town of 
Olympia, and contain between one thousand three hundred and 
one thousand four hundred acres; and the average rise and fall 
of tides on said flats is nine feet two inches, (Coast pilot, 1869, 
page 243.) That said tide flats are an impediment to naviga- 


tion, (ships at low tide not being able to get within one mile of 
the nearest wharf) and are of no value to the Government, not 
being saleable as agricultural lands, the tides covering the whole 
of said flats twice in twenty-four hours. 

Your memorialists therefore pray your honorable body to pass 
an act granting to the said town of Olympia, through its board 
of trustees and their successors in office, the tide flats in. town- 
ship No. 18, north of range No. two west, comprising the south- 
ern extremity of Budd’s Inlet, designated within the following 
described limits, as exhibited by the government surveys, that is 
to say: Beginning at a point on the eastern shore of Budd’s 

"Inlet, where the section line between sections two and eleven 
intersect the meander shore line of said Inlet; thence southerly, 
following the meander of said Inlet to near the mouth of Deschute 
river; thence northerly following the meander of the western 
shore of said Inlet to the section line dividing sections three and 
ten; thence east to the place of beginning, containing thirteen 
hundred and thirty-seven acres; with the express condition, 
however, that a direct and navigable channel, at least one hun- 
dred yards in width, shall be kept free and open forever, to and 
from the mouth of Deschute's river to the said section line con- 
stituting the northern boundary of the grant; that the proceeds 
of the sale of the said flats shall be applied -by the board of 
trustees or their legal successors, to the improvement of the navi- 
gation of the harbor of Olympia, to the building of a railroad, 
or to the payment of the indebtednces of said town of Olympia, 
as may be deemed most expedient. `
